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A CHEESEPARING COLONY. 
(Daily Press, 4th April.) 


Our correspondent “Banyan” in his 
jottings has thrown a new, and it must be 
confessed, a rather startling light onto the 
increase in the price of provisions at Hong- 
kong, which increase has been so much 
bewailed and commented upon lately. A 
new light we have called it, because a for- 
gotten old light suddenly revived comes 
with all the brilliance of a new. Who 
remembers the Food Commission of five 
years ago? Certainly among the numerous 
members of the community who contributed 
so the recent. discussion of rising prices we 
can remember no particular reference to 
the feature of the Food Commission’s 
report which “Banyan” has now em- 
phasised. Ashe reminds us, the cry was 
all against Chineee ‘‘syueeze pidjin.” 
Well, because they are perhaps not so black 
as they were painted, we have no intention 
of suggesting that the Chinese market stall 
holders are innocent of complicity in the 
“‘aqueeze” which we, us residents, are all 
experiencing. But squeeze begets squeere. 
The contractor who has a too close-fiated 
employer is not likely to be generous with 
the sub-contractor ; and our correspondent’s 

. analysis of the market revenues seems to 
show beyond all reasonable doubt that the 
squeezing native meat-seller is forced into 
his repeated impositions by official imposi- 
tions which, in view of the representation 
of the Food Commission in 1900, we may 
fairly call “ squeezes” committed by the 
Government in open defiance of public 


opinion. A tax ou the food supply of this 
Colony, “Banyan” calls it, and with 


justice. The Government must have 
revenue, of course; but surely there are 
forms of taxation that do not involve such 
penny-wise levies as are to be got by annual 
increases of market rents; and, we might 
add, by peddling timber from the hillsides? 
Perhaps the Government thinks there 
should be advances in market rents to 
correspond with the ever rising shop rents ; 
but it will need a wise resident to say why 
this should be. “Banran” puts the 
increase in market revenue, accomplished 
since the Food Commission requested the 
Government to keep market rentals as low 
as possible, at $20,000; but it appears to 
be nearer $25,000. It does not need to be 
pointed out that nearly every cent of that 
amount has been paid, not out of the stall- 
holders’ profits, but out of the pockets of 
the consumers. The increase for this last 
year ig given-as $7,882. Is there any 
cause for wonder that prices should have 
gone up 80 much as to give rise to 
all this futile talk of meat clubs? 
Avaricious as they may be, we cannot help 
regarding the market renters as to some 
extent fellow victims with ourselves, suffer- 
ing only ino a lesser degree than their 
customers; and all because we have the 
misfortune to live under a Government that 
happens to be placed by circumstances 
above criticism. It certainly behaves as if 
it were, Outsiders think that, as a “free” 
port, Hongkong enjoys cheaper imports than 
they do. Every resident has reason to know 
what a fallacy this is. Importers who 


retail cannot give their customers the 
benefit of untariffed prices, because their 
other expenses are so high. Everything 
cannot be set down to absentee landlordiam. 
The price of necessaries interacis on rates 
of rent; in no place more than in Hongkong 
is the inter-relation of one business with 
another more apparent. The evil influence 
of a cheese. paring policy in the Government 
makes iteelf felt by the official’s lady who 
goes to buy @ piano, and by the clerk's wife 
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who sends her “ boy” to market for a cab- 
bage. Legislative Council meetings do not 
occur every week. While we are waiting 
for the unofficial member to utter our pro- 
test, can we not agsnil the walls of. Jericho 
for ourselves, by making such @ united 
noise as even our lvcal bureaucracy must 
giveear to? From Sir Marraew Natuan, 
who has so far shown himself a fair-minded 
man, with a desire to rise above the narrow 
official rut from which Hongkong official- 
dom has seemed unable to escape hitherto, 
we might even extract a pledge that, should 
he in his wisdom deem another enquiry 
desirable, eome attention would be paid in 
responsible quarters to the conclusions of 
the new Commission. The public has been 
accused of laziness, indifference, and what. 
not, because it has not always jumped at 
every panacea that was proclaimed from the 
housetops. We do not think it is laviness, 
and we are certain it is not indifference, 
for everywhere the cry is the same—an 
almost comic despair at the constant upward 
trend of prices, and the almost as regularly 
diminishing value of money. When the 
public is really of one mind on a public 
question, and nothing seems to be done, the 
reason must be sought elsewhere. It is 
often said by old residents here that “it is 
no use expecting Mr. So-aNnp-s0 to move in 
the matter, because Mr. SomesBopY-2Laz 
wouldn’t like it, and he puts a lot in his 
way’! It does not, as the saying is, need 
half-an-eye to see that much progress is 
impossible if that sort of thing is tha rule 
But isit? Wethink there must be numbers 
of influential citizens with sufficient courage 
to speak the truth that is in them. Let 
them now speak, and let every Tom, Diok‘ 
aud Harxy add his testimony, remembering 
that the GovEgnor, like the Tsar, must be 
guided to a great extent by what he is told. 
We must appeal to the GoveRNor persunal- 
ly, rather than to that somewhat abstrac- 
thing called the Legislative Council, if we 
want any attention paid to our cause. For 
who knows of a recorded case of an official 
member voting ‘‘agin the Government”? 
The Govegnor is the Government, if it be 
not high treason to say so, and it is but 
wise to act accordingly. To sum up, has 
that extra $25,000 extorted in market 
rentals (since a specially appointed Com- 
mission recommended that such rentals be 
minimised) anything to de with the corres- 
ponding increase in cost of necessaries? If 
it has, does the public wish the Government 
to continue its present policy in. this parti- 
cular, or not? Those m favour may write 
to their newspaper saying “aye,’’ those 
against saying “no.” It is a free country. 
ee 


THE CHINA SQUADRON. 
(Daily: Prees Sth April.) 

The last word has not been said about the 
naval re-organisation of Sir Joun FisHen, 
which is responsible fur the depurture of a 
number of obsolete British craft from 
Chinese waters.” Hongkong opinion, whe- 


ther swayed by “Imperial thinking” or 
not, was by way of approving the change, 
as well as the ideas which inspired it. 
Further north they have been ‘longer in 
making up their minds; and it is only on 
the 80th March that our Shinghai con- 
temporary gives voice to opinions diametri- 
sally opposed to those we ventured to offer 
on the 24th Janaary. On that occasion we 
incidentally remarked, a propos quite another 
issue, that “‘it is ouly those who disagree 
with and oppose us that we dub stupid,” so 
perhaps it is wise to hasten to add that 
we have no desire to allow our congemporary 
to apply this casual remark to itself, while 
we proceed to consider its belated comments 


easily lost, and it is 

if it is once lost.” In this there is much 
with which, knowing the characteristic 
Chinese capacity for estimating the values 
of others, we may not qnarrel. But in 
referring to the absence of the imaginative 
gift in the British Government, does our 
asteemed contemporary not lay itself open 
to a straight tw guoqgue? Why suggest, as 
it suggests, that we intend to rely upon the 
Germans for help in policing the Yangtaze, 
ju any case where our remaining forces prove” 
inadequate? Has the history of the past year 
no stimulating power over our contem- 
porary’s imagination? Is there no Japanese 
fleet, nnd no Anglo-Japanese alliance? In 
our earlier comments we remarked that 
“the survival of the Japanese fleet, after a 
formidable struggle, should argue, sup- 
posing our alliance to hold firm, less need 
for the services uf this [China] squadron 
in the future.” That alliance, which we 
believe will be renewed and strengthened, 
was not made without any imagination as 
to its possibilities ; sn it was undoubtedly 
intended to benefit both parties. Does this 
scheme of Admiral Frsaex’s not exhibit 
one form of benefit that we receive? Re- 
garded in this way, a way thit, after all, 
needs no colossal imagination, we are un- 
able to sea how “the wholesale reduction 
of the British naval force in these waters 
is not merely a very henvy blow to our 
prestige, but it is a serious danger.” If 
we did not know that the N.-C. Daily News 
was sound on that point, we should take 
that ‘‘serious danger’ to be another 
Yellow Peril story. Oa reading further, 
it appears that our Shanghai friends have 
‘n mind another anti-foreiga rising, and 
that it goes so far as to suggest that a 
retention of the pre-refurm system would 
prevent that. Were there no British ships 
on the China station five years ago? Why 
did “the sight of the flag on a British man— 
of-war’’ not operate preventively then ? 
The further suggestion that Sir GaRarD 
Noe is at present “helpless” for such & 
small job as that of hunting up and explod- 
ing the derelict mines now endangering 
shipping in the north is nonsense. The 
fact prubably ia that in this matter every- 
boly’s business bas been regarded 24 
nobody’s business. The ship that China 
detailed for this work waa, quite naturally, 
laid up in Taku dock, and is there yet, and 
the British ships have been too busy with

RUSSIAN PR ESTIGE. 
——____-.q—_________. 
Doily Press, 6th April. 


We have on several occasions recently, that 
is to say, since the Russo-Japanese war 
took the decided turn it has taken, treated 
as obvious what no one seems to have 
thought of disputing—that Russian prestige 
is irretrievably lost for at least this gener- 
ution. Recent statements coming from 
Europe give us pause; make us consider if 
‘that assertion was not too sweeping. 
Military prestige, perhaps,—yes. But is 
warlike renown, the reyutation of the con- 
queror at arms, the only prestige worth 
eonsidering? There is the statement that 
Russian officials engineered that premature 
and wholly incorrect report of the Dogger 
Bank Enquiry Con-miesion, in order that 
English newspapers might comment upon 
it; and then allowed all journals containing 


such comments to enter Russia uncensored, 


s0 that the Russian people might see for 
themselves, by unimpeachable English ad- 


missions, bow Russia had scored a triumph 
in that particular affair. There is also the 
statement that all these reports of peace 
negotiations have been deliberately inspired 
by Russian officials, in order that a general 
belief in the near-at-hand cessation of the 
war may restore public confidence in 
Bussian finances, and so enable Russia to 
“raise a fresh foreign loan with which to 
continue the war! There are numerous 
other similar statements attributing to 
Russian statecraft a far-sighted cunning 
that it were feeble and inadequate to dub 
_Machiavelian, for the crafty Florentine 
himself could scarcely see so many mows 


abead in the great international chess-play, 


as Europe seems now disposed to give St. 
Petersburg credit for. Isthis not prestige ? 


Prestige of a kind to count? It would 
seem that Europe would be ready, suppos- 
ing some great natural cataclysm in the Far 
East were to swallow up Japan and all 
her forces, to give Russian diplomacy 
credit for in some way bringing it 
about. The survival of the fittest, it 
is often necessary to point out, does not 
imply the survival of the strongest. Cun- 
ning in innumerable instances defeats mere 
strength; and if we are ta believe that 
St. Petersburg enjoys a tithe of the preter- 
hatural wisdom which we have dropped 
into the habit of attributing to it, there can 
be no question which nation will survive in 
the long run. There is a cunning which 
defeats itself, however, like tbat which is 
», foolishly ascribed to the head -hiding ostrich ; 
and if we carefully weigh Russian schemings 
in ‘China with Russian results achieved, wa 
‘sill find that there is no serious occasion to 
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give Russian officialdom credit for unusnal 
shrewdness. If we may accept only half 


the conclusions of writers like Purnam 
Weare, who professes to know Mancharia 


better and more intimately than the 
Londoner knows the Strand, we must 
admit that “for ways that are dark,” and 
tricks net altogether vain, the Chinaman 
can give the Muscovite a long start anda 
beating. The most transparent failure of 
these wily schemes is to be noticed in the 
real public feeling in Russia. If Russian 
officials did think to deceive their con- 
stituents (a quite inadvertent sarcasm, that) 
hy importing bogus news in the way sug- 
gested, they have gained prestige for an 
astuteness that should bring them success ; 
but they have experienced the inevitable 
failure that must cost them more 
than they gained. The reported as- 
ceidency of the war party (sure to be 
Revrer’s, again) is a _ silly thing to 
flash from West to East. The war party 
in Russia, being the official party, has never 
ceased to be ascendent, even when a bomb 


‘has exploded under some illustrious member 


of it. Russian public feeling, according to 
L. Vitnari in the Monthly Review, still is 
that the war isan unmitigated curse, and 
the policy that led up to it criminal folly. 
As to the bait of peace to secure a new war 
loan, it might work, remembering how 
easily the money market may sometimes be 
coaxed, and what an inducement there is 
for those who, already deeply in, plunge 
further in order to save and recoup ; but we 
will be exceedingly surprised it Russia does 
succeed, after recent revelations, in securing 
more European money at anything like 
normal rates. These statements, as we 
have said, indicate that Russia has retained 
a certain sort of prestige ; but it is of the 
kind that enables us to recognise how im- 
portant it is that any form of prestige, to 
be of use, must be deserved. And even this 
later prestige, it seems to us, is based on 
fallacies. The conduct of a suicide surprises 


a jury so much that it verdicts “ temporary 
insanity.” In the case of Russia, they are 
also surprised, and conclude that behind 
all these erratic movements there must be 
some deep design. Poor Russia!

SNOBBERY IN THE FAR EAST.

(Daily Press, 7th April.) 

“In the colonies the lines of class demarca- 
tion are generally fainter than in the 
mother-country.

If a recent dictum be 
accepted, that a man’s value to the world 
is the value of his enrnings, we may argue 
that conspicuous financial success implies 
in a man @ certain superiority over his 
fellows; and on economic grounds it isa 
good thing that moneyed folk are “ stand- 
offish ’’ with those of lesser means. Good for 
the latter, we mean, for it absolves them from ° 
the necessity of wasteful expenditure to keep 
up appearances ; and it ought to act as an 
incentive to them to bide their time, to be 
careful and industrious, that someday they . 
may go and do likewise. It only needs to | 
conjure up such a situation as that of a 
millionaire and a poor man trying to spend 


a holiday together, to show how unsuitable 
are such agsociations, The former is sub- 
jected to the discomfort of travelling third 
class; the latter to the humiliating reflection 
that he bas caused such discomfort, .The 
question of hotels offers like difficulties ; 
the emulative Lackcasa must either pa 

more than he can afford, or feel “small.” 
Another kind of snobbery may be religious. 
The Pharisees wasa religidus snob. Even 
then, since it sets a standard for the in- 
dividual, ov the principle ofnoblesse oblige, 
may we not argue a certain. value for snob- 
bery ? In allits forms, snobbery could be 


thus defended, as one of the forces which © 


move men to effort, sometimes. foolish;. no 
doubt; but, at any rate, effort and enter- 
prise. Returning now to its application to 
the East, we may express our conviction that 
the “griffin” was mistaken. There is enough 
snobbery to.make the statement in our open- 
ing quotation false ; but not more.than there 
is at Home or eleewhere, It may take -

salary of $J50 a month all found. I commenced 
business in the Bay View Hotel in 1902 with 
$8,500 capital. was in partnership with 
Mr. Downes. We took over the place from Mr. 
Osborne. Mr. Downes contributed about 
$900. I carried on the business frem Deeem- 
ber 1902 till Maroh 1904. Mr. Downes 
left in March 1908 on account of sickness, 
when I paid him $2,000 for his share. At 
the start I did not pay out all my money. 
Each of us paid Mr, Osborne about $900. Al! 
along the business was not paying. Altogether 
I paid out the $3,500, of which $1,160 was for 
stock. A Portuguese olark kept the books. I 
paid $1,883 on account for the Praya Mast 
botel. There was an agreement that if the 
license money was raised Mr. Walpole wonld 
tate back the business, and the license 
wes put up from $600 to $1,800. This 
bariness was losing all throxgh the summer 
of 1908, no fleet being in, Whon I was at the 
Praya East Mr. Collins was mansging the Bay 
View. I went there twice or three times 
week. I knew the place was not peying. That 
is the reason Mr, Collins left, and I took the 
place over in November. I paid to Mr. Collins 
$150 a month, I did not leave the Praya East 
till December, 1903, when I put a manager in 
and went to: the Bay View. I bad to leave 
the Bay View in Maroh 1904, on account of 
the Government taking it over to turn it into 
a. Police Station. I then took over the 
Metropole, paying $1,800 for repairs. I paid 
down twe months’ rent in advancsa. There was 
no furniture there zo I removed that from the 
Bay View. The average takings at the Motro- 


i pole were $2,309 per month. There was a bill 


;of sale for 32, for the furniture in the 
Metropole. My liabilities anfount to $21,072. 


CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


Ont of this $7,042 is owing to Messrs. Price 
and Company for goods supplied in 1904, both 
for the Bay View and Bateaycls Another 
$1,500 is owing to Foo Sik for repairs. My 
monthly expenses were $50 or $60. All th 
money wae lost in the business. : 

By Mr. Stephens—I cannot say how mu 
I was indebted when I left the Bay View, but 
should put it at about $2,400. 7 had the 
promise of a man going in partnership with me 
for $15,000, but this man did net turn up. 

Mr. Stephens—You start-d the Metropole 
with a debt of $2,400 P 

Witness—I could have money and yet owe 
money. 

Mr. Stephena—In your letter to the Victoria 
Dispensary putting off payment you said 
you were incurring no new debt. 

Witness—Not with the Victoria Dispensary. 

Continuing—I went to Shanghai for matri- 
monial reasons. I do not reside with my wife, 
and have not made her any allowance since 
October last. Previous to that I allowed her 
£8 s month. 

Mr, Brutton objected to the question “ What 
did you go to Shanghai for?” saying :— 
Ask about the money but not abont 
the man’s private affairs. 

Witness—I went to Shanghai for a month 
because my wife retarned to Hongkong. She 
was sent back to Australis. | 

Continuing—All the money I have earned 
from boxing has been put in the business. I 
have not made allowances to any female. I 
have given men $5 and $10 when they w re 
hard up. 

Mr. Stephens—You say so. . 

Witness—I aw speaking the truth. You 
don't think if I had the money I would come 
here to go into bankruptcy. 

Continuing—I paid the Victoria Dispensary 
as much as $1,115 in one account. . 

Mr. Stephens— Was it not $6,000 you owed 
when you took over the Metropole? 

Witness—N ot that I know. 

Mr. Stephens—Have you any preposal to 
make ? 

Witness—No, I have nothing and may be 
here months before I get a job. 

By Mr. Bowlsey—I commenced business at 
the Bay View with $3,500. Since then T carried 
profits from the boring -contests into the 
business, We. paid nothins to Mr. Osborne 
for good-will but only two months’ rent down, 
When Mr. Downes left I paid $2,000 for his 
share in a losing business, because another man 
was prepared to pay this, and the place was sup- 
posed to pay well in summer. I paid the $2,000 
really on account of the good-will of the 
business. I kept a day book at the Bay View 
and Metropole Hotels, but had to trust to the 
boy at the Praya East Hotel. I entered the 
total receipts of this Hotel into a book at the 
end of each day. I had to pay $175 to 
Mr. Walpole in addition to the house rent for 
the good-will of the business, This arrange- 
ment continued till October 1904. When I 
went to the Metropole I had about $2,000 in 
cash. Up to the end of March 190: I inourred 
a total loss of $10,400. I was not heavily in 
debt otherwise, because I had a couple of boxing 
contests with gide bets of $1,000 and also the 
gate receipts. I had the premise of a partner. 
T paid $3,000 for the psinting and decorating, 
and fran up a large bill for furniture. The 
monthly rent of the Metropole is $400. I spent 
closs'on $3,500 for the new furniture. Tho 
furniture from the Bay View and Praya East 
whioh I brought to the Metropole would be 
woth four to five thousand dollars. I raised a 
bill of sale on the total furviture for $2,500. When 
gold the furniture realised $3,156. When I filed 
mg petition I estimated my assets at $15,000, 
$10,000, being for furniture and $5,000, for chite. 
I left for Shanghai on the 16th November 
last. Before I left I knew a writ for 
$8,800, had been served on Mr. Bratton, m 
solicitor. I returned on the 8th or 1 
December. I was net pressed by my oreditors 
when I left.

At the 
end of the first year the balance sheet showed a 
logs, and the business was not being conducted to 
the satisfaction of the partners at home. They 
made various complaints, later wrote a specific 
letter stating their various reasons for com- 


-plaint, and finally issued a writ. A part of 


the agreement between the defendant and hia 
other partners was that all goods should be 
ordered through the three partners at home. 
It was also a-purt of the agreement that if the 


business was prospering the defendant should be 
entitled to call out more capital: If the busi- 
nese showed n loss of fifty per cent. the partners 
at Home should be entitled to retire. In Septem- 
ber last Mr. Voljacek was engaged as book, 
keeper by the defendant. Just about this 
time the partners at home were complain- 


ing about the management of defendant and 
the state of affairs of the business, and had been 
writing out threatening to bring an action. As

asked him about this action, and from that

MORE ABOUT HONGKONG'S | 
MEAT SUPPLY.

- A cattle man interviewed on April 3 expressed 
himself as follows :— 

There has been, of late, a heavy decrease in 
the amount, of cattle exported from Honvkong 
to Manila. As a ma‘ter of fact there was a 
decrease in 1904, but nothing like the present 

_décrease. (Mr. Adain Gibson,- the Colonial 
Veterinary Surgeon, interviewed, admitted the 
decrease but refused to give figures. By his 
reports 31,598 cattle were exported in 1904 as 
against 34,9:'7 in 1903, a deorease of over 3,000 
heid, The actnal decro:se in revenue under | 
this head, at fifty cents for each of the cattle 
exported, would be $1,654.59 '). 

‘As the numb r of cattle imported to Manila 
from North China and el-ewhero is not on the 
increase, the only explanat.on for the decrease 
here is that the importation uf frozen meat into 
Manila is on the increase. There has been some 
talk about frosen beef being imported into 
.Man la at 24: (five cents gold) per lb., and, 
though this is quite feasible, up to the present. 
the arrangement applies only to government 
eontraot-, and not to meat for the market. This 
is quite evident by the fact that a considerable 
amunt of China beef, inferior to Australian 
beef, is still exp rted from Hongkong, The 

present live. weight selling rate at the 

enoedy Tewn Cattle Depédt -varies from 
84 to 9 centa per 1b. hese cattle have 

to be taken from the depdt to the wharf, 
and thence to the steamer in a junk. The 
freight to Manila is $74, and the beaste have to 
be fed en route. It mus’. cost at least $1 a 
head to land them ut Maila. Then there is 
the landing fee at Manila, cumsha to the first 
mate of thé ste:mer for looking aft -r the cattle 
(this is the ou-tom), and the Hongkong middle- 
man's profit. ‘fhe Manila minor officials, it is 
sis sed. levy “:queere.” If the “squeeze” is 
‘god the cattle go straight to the slaughter 
house, but if not they may have to be fed for 
some days. Numbers of oattle, moreover. die- 
on the steamer. All.wing that the importer 
makes s profit, the pricy of beef at Manila must 
be at leadt one shilling per pound and not 2$d. 

It is a curious fact that though the live 
weight price per lb. for beef in Honekong has 
risen from 7 and 74 cents in. 1904 to 8g to 94 
cents at present, the number of cattle obtainable 
is believed to be as big as ever, and the amount 
exported has decreased. [he same applies to 
the ries in'mntton, and the only exp'anation is 
that Hongkong being such an isolated spo’, the 
Chinese, mandarins aud others, 3: a means of 
levying a good “ squeeze.” 

Interrogated as to his opinion of the Dairy 
Farm Company he said: —If the Dairy Farm 
Comyany increased its capital and its shares 
were wider spread, this might be a means ‘of 
breaking up the Chinese guilds, but at present 
it is more oxpemsive than the others. It charges 
$9 canta per lb. for beef, 74d.. and the Chinese 
only charge 22 canta, 5d. Now it only costs 
34d. per Ib. to land Australian frosen beet in 
Fngland, and to land same at Hongkong 
should only cost 24d per lb. Allowing the 
Dairy Farm Company ® penny extra, as they 
may not b» doing this sort of business on a very 
large scale, they must be making s remarkable 
rofit. 

e The Chinese charge 28 cents per lb. 7d., 
for mutton, and, as it only coats 44d. per Ib. 
to land Australian frozen mutton in England.

* will, like ourselves, sympathise somewhat with 
our. correspondent’s point of view. Porhaps 
Professor Ball will try to supp rt his statement 
with regard to the practiow at Canton? We 
have a poor opinion of Chinese converte to any 
faith ; but understand that it-is scarcely a 
question of converts, Mahomedanism rsnking 


now as one of the native religions. Ed.} 


A LABOUR DIFFICULTY. . 
TO THB EDITOR OF THE “DAILY PRESS.” 


812,—With regard to the recent articles and 
correspondence in the Darly Press relative to 
the all round “ squeeze’ I should like to em- 
phasise its seriousness on the Colony’s immediate 
and future trade prospect. The increase in 
the price of rents together with the extensive 
emigration of late has made the cost of Chinese 
coolie and skilled: labour very much greater. 
Our success as a manufacturing centre solely 
depends on the cheapness of our labour. Un- 
like our neighbours in China, and our formid- 
abla rivals in Japan, all our rough material has 
and will have to be imported, so the handicap, 
a big one at present, promises. unless there 1s 
some way of solving the probl-m, to throw us 
in the background altogether. Hongkong’s 
only natural produce is a little granite (I will 
give the timber a yest), Our shipping yards 
of late have experieuced the greatest difficulty 
in obtaining Chivese apprentices, the youths 
complaining that the allowance, formerly con- 
sidered liberal, is not sufficient to keep them. I 
have been given to understand that other busi- 
nesses are in a similar plight. Something 
really must be done.—Youra, eto.

THE SS. “KONGNAM” ASHORE. 


On April 5th, about five minutes to nine, at 
about high water, the West River boat. 
Kongnam (owned by Wilks & Co.) went ashore 
on Meh-wan Island, in Pirate Bay, beyond 
Capsuimun Pass. Appareotly she must have 
left her course, which should ‘have taken 
her along Capsuimun to the west of Mah- 
wan, where the white lights have been 
changed for a red light, which some of the sea- 
faring folk do not find so helpful. 

When the s.s. Hankow was coming in from 
Canton on April 5, those on board heard a lot of 
whistling, and on picking up Green Island 
light, hauling up the middle of the Pass, they 
eould see the st-amer ashore on Msh-wan. She 
was burning deck flares, and firing off rockete. 
On clearing the pass, the Hankow sent off a 
boat in charge of Mr. Willoughby, second mate, 
to render assistance. He went on board, and 
found thatthe Kongnam was pleroed forward, 
with six feet of water in the forward hold. He 
could step from the bow on to the rocks. The 
wrecked crew includes three Europeans. At 
low water thore is danger of the water breaking 
through the bulkheads and sp-iling cargo ; but 
the ship isbelieved to be safe enongh from fur- 


ther hurt. 
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@ Itis now gleaned that she is about three parts 
full of water, Her cargo eonsists of about 200 
tons of general merchandise and must be badly 
dama The Xongnam is a steamer of 400 
tons burden. Messrs Wilks & Co., her owners, 
expect to beable to get her off the rocks when 
the aes appliances are conveyed to the 
wreok, 


A VERY SUSPICIOUS CASE. 


FIRES AND INSURANCB. 
Mr. W. H. T. Davis, the shairman of the 
Fire Association, on April 4 unfolded toa Daily 
Prees reporter 8 tale of a very suspicious case. 


As we are advised that no obharge can be laid 


against the man concerned, we are obliged to 
refrain from publishing many of the partioulars 
gleaned. 

It appears, however, that a certain fire in- 
surance policy has been cancelled, in consequence 
of trustworthy information received from 
the police, 

The insurer was, as a matter of course, a 
Chinese tradesman. He not only removed the 
bolk of his goods, hut he also advised his 
tenants on another floor to move. Neighboura, 
learning this, and fearing for their own safety, 
gave information to the police. 

The police went to the house and found all 
things ready for a pretty blaze. Two hundred 
dollars worth of goods were left’ to be burned, 
and these were insured for more than ten times 
their value. . 

Inspector Collett left a constable in charge, 
and communicated with Mr. Davis, who himself 
visited the place, and found a lot of shavings on 
an nee floor, all the shutters closed, and the 
insured stock-in-trade depleted as reported. 

He spoke warmly of Inspector Collett and the

THE RETIREMENT OF SIK 
HIRAM S. WILKINSON. 


The N.C. Daily News says:—Aft-r nearly 
forty-one years of most faithful service to bis 
country in the Far East, ‘Sir Hiram Shaw 
Wilkingon, Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of China and Corea laid down his office, 
and bade farewell to the Bar in the Court on 
March 31st. From student interpreter he rose 
through all the ranke te Acting Consul in 
Japan, passing through and being an actor in 
the stirring times that preceded the restoration. 
He came to Shanghai as Acting Assistant 
Judge in 1899, and was Crown Advocate 
here, and Aoting and Substantive Judge 
in Japan, closing a brilliant career during 
whieh he has made orowds of friends, as 
the last of our Chief Justices. He retires 
full of years and honours indeed, but in 
full bodily and mental vigour, and when the 


time comes for his departure for home he will 
be followed by such tributes of respect and 


affection as none of his predecessors has ever 
earned in large measure, and as his successors 
will be fortunate if they gatheras fully. In him 
we lose a good and faithful friend, and a most 
able, earnest, and conscientious Judge, as 
well as a sfrong link with the days of Sir 
Rutherford Aloock, Sir Harry Parkes and 
the great British Proconsuls of the past. 
The melancholy that must cling round 
such 8 ceremony was brightened by the 
exceeding gracefulness of ths speeches that 
were made to and by Sir Hiram, speeches that 
were evidently heartfelt, in which there was not 
the slightest jarring ncte, and the tone of 
which will be echoed by all in the. Kast who 
know ‘ir Hiram. Warmboarted, kind, cour- 
teows. and obliging to all, he has made himself 
a home in all our hearts; he has identified him- 
self with the best interests of Yokohama and 
Shanghai, and we shal! long miss him; and the 
consciousness of ‘this will, we hope, do some- 
thing to mitigate the sorrow he must feel at 
leaving the bench he has so adorned. 

Mr. Platt, acting crown advocate, and Mr. 
W. V. Drammond, the doyen of the Shanghai 
Bar, as well as Mr. Duncan MoNeill, (who had 
reo-ntly had some disagreement with his Lord- 
ship, and took this opportunity of making par)

all spoke in high terms of the Judge. Mr. 


Drommond ssid (in part) :~—I_ have known 


your Lordship for a very much longer period. : 


-than any member of the local Bar; I have 
known and practised before every one of your 
Lordship's predecessors in this Court; in fact 
I may say, I think, thet I was practising ia 
this Court at a period when some of my learned 
friends who are here to-day had not yet seen 
daylight in this world. Shanghai has been 
born as a place of residence for western people 
during the last sixty years, and this Court 
been founded for about forty years, aod during 
that periad the inorease in the population of the 
place snd ite volume of. business has been 
enormous, A eorresponding increase in the 
work ot this Court has followed as a necessary 
result, and the most rapid increase of all has 
been during very recent years snd has conm- 
uently fallen upon your Lordship’s shoulders. 
understand that your Lordsbip has lived 
and worked in the Far East for a period 
of about forty years. This, and the fact that 
you are now conducting your business with 
energy and suecess up to what is practically 
the eve of your departure for tome, speaks 
volumes not only for the much maligned 
Shanghai climate but for the vigour of your 
Lordship’s mind and body. There is one fact 
I would like to refer to for s moment, 
for ‘although it lies outside the immediate 
work of Chief Justice of this Court, 
it hes become practically an appanage of the 
office, and it altect practically the lives and 
we'l-being of the residents in the Settlement. 
The Bar is proud of the fact that it has become 
a oustom in Shaoghai for the Chief Justice to 
be invited to peas over the annual meeting 
of our local Parliament, The Bar is prouder 
still of the fact that your Lordship has be n 
called upon frequently to perform this duty 
and has always complied with readiness and 
cheerfulness, carrying out this oxtra duty in 
& manner which has won the approbation of 
your fellow-residents, It only now remains 
for me to add to what I have ssid one final 
word, “God speed,” : 
His Lordship, replying with evident emotion, 
said (in part) :—I regret very much that the 
office which I now hold is about to bé shorn of 
some of its outward dignity. I re it ex- 
tremely, and my desire is that it may be restored 
at as early a time as possible. I hope it may 
please the authorities to restore it ily; but, 
whatever title the ndge of this Court muy bear, 
I feel quite certain he will carry on the tradi- 
tions, which you have said that you think have 
been carried on up to the present time, 


“WIRELESS” AT SHANGHAI. 


———— 


Here are three extracts from a long article in 
the .N.-C. Daily News:—Measrs. Arnhold, 
Karberg & Co. have been appointed the agents 
for China and Manchuria for the “ Telefunken " 
system, which is an amalgamation of the Braun- 
Siemens and Slaby-Arco systems. The firm 
has a central depot in Shanghai for the Far 
East (extending from India, to Japan, and 
including Singapore, Bangkok, and Hongkong), 
where a large stock of wireless telographio 
instruments are kept, rendering them able to fit 
up land ‘or sea stations, and to-supply portable 
military field stations, 

At the-rear of their (Shanghai) premises 
Moasrs. Arnhold, Karberg have two serial con- 


duotors ereoted*on the roof of their godown. — 


These wires are suspended dy insulstors 
attached to bamboo masts, and lead down to the 
apparatus room on the ground floor of thoir 
offices. It is not our purpose to describe 
technicelly the instruments in this apparatas 
room, but to refer to only those which must 
be mentioned in describing the method of 
tranemitting and reeeiving messages from end 
at the station. As this station is ‘only for 
communicating with a second testing station, 
situated at the Soy Chee Mills, a distance of 
some three miles, the aerial network is of ample 
dimensions. Electric power for the supply ef 
the sppasratus is obtained from the private 
central station at the rear of Messrs. Burkill 


and Sons’ godown, whioh supplies this blook of 


buildings with electricity. It may Be noted, 
however, that all enrrent from the unieipal 
supply is equally suitable. «Hach 02 
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consists of two distinct sets of apparatus, vis, 
the transmitting and the receiving apparatus. 

At Messrs. Arnhold, Karberg & Co.'s station 
at Soy Chee Mills the serial conductor is 
-attached to two tall chimneys. the wire stretch- 
ing across a space between them, and being 
carried down to an apparatus room where 


messag 8 can be received or transmitted. If 
the men-of war in the vicinity of Shanghai 


wish to tune their instruments they can- do so 
by communicating with Soy Chee Mills. From 
the latter station messages can be easily sent 
160 miles, and with additional power over three 
hundr-d miles, Tho station in Kiuklang Road 
is used principally for demonstrations, but 
messages could be sent from there to s consider- 
able distance. A little time back an apparatus 
was erected from the China Telegraph Co.'s 
_officas to Hongkew, io order that a demonstra- 
tion might be given. 

The cost of filting up wireless telography 
shows a striking reduction when compared with 
the cost of s su»marine cable. In military 
opera'ions the labour saved by wireless tele- 
graphy is enormous, although of course in the 
latter case the enemy may ba able to tap the 
mossages, should they be provided with instru- 
ments tuned to the same wave-length. 

Mesars. Arnhold. Karberg & Co. are conduot- 
ing negotiations for the fitting up of stations 
locally, and we may soon have the wireless 
telegraph in daily use in the Settlement. 


PROT!.CTION OF WOMEN AT 
HONGKO G, 


—__—>- ——_-—_—__—. 

The R-gistrar General in his annual report 
states :— 

One unsatisfactory feature of the returns is 
the number of women (58 per cent.) who are 
unconditioually releas d after a period of deten- 
tion, These women may be divided into 
four classes—(1) girls who have been trained 
to lead an immoral life but who appear to 
be to» young to be considered frie agents ; 
(2) grown up women mostly widows and 
servants who hive just commenced to lead an 
immoral life ; (3) grown up women believed to 
be ent-ring on an immoral life under com- 
pulsion; (4) growo up women, intending 
emigrants, claimiog be married women, 
but suspected of being induced to emigrate by 
fraud or intimidation. ‘fhe difficulties in the 
way of f rming a correct ju {gment on the first 
examination are very great. To begin with, 
the women and girls in clsases 1 and 2 almost 
invariably make a false statement, one which 
is taught them by their owners and by the 
keepers of disorderly houses, and which varies 
so as to suit the idiosynoracy of the 
examining officer. What the Registrar 
General has to go by is the bearing and 
appearance of the wom:n, their accent 
and their familiarity with the life they state 
they are leating. If they appear to be very 
young, beari in mind that 20 per cent. of 
these women do not consider themselves to be 
free ageuts, he has no is but to remove 
them temporarily from the influence of their 
owners and do his best to ascertain their real 
age and history. If they appear to belong to 
class 2 he must satisfy himself that they 
understand they are not. bound by any con- 
sideration given in China or any sgreement 
made there. Class 3 consists of very ignorant 
women from the interior of the province or per- 
haps from Kwangsi. It has been possible to 
rescue a number of these, but the majority have 
been kept in Canton or some other city by 
their owners until they have become reconciled 
to the life. ’ : 

Special efforts have been made during the 
year to prevent young girls entering on an 
immoral life in the Colony, and the success 
though not striking, is I think as great as oould 
be I hope however I may find it 
possible, with the co-operation of the Chinese 
gentlemen who are interested in this work, to 
reduce the number of women sent to the Po 
Leung Kuk, and thus lessen the inconvenience 
to the women themselves, and lighten the burden 
borne by the Society. The total number of 
pig admitted to the Po Leuny Kuk duriog 
he year was 676, compared with 826 in 1903, 
a very satisfactory decrease, as there is no:reason 
to suspect a relaxation of vigilance on the part 
of the Police or of this Department. 


ctINd OVERLAND TRADE REPOKT. 


Twenty-five runaway maid-servants were 
admitted during the year. Most of the little 
yirls complain of ill-treatment, but it is very 
rarely that any signs of ill-treatment caa be 
seen; when they are, the Police are at once 
communicated with. I believe that as a class, 
these Chinese maid-eervanis in Hongkong are 
aware of the protection that the Government 
will extend to them. The case is the same with 
the inmates of houses of ill-fame. though many 
of them feel bonod in honour to serve their 
owner for the number of years—usually from 
one to three in Hongkong—agreed upon. 

In 1888 the late Dr. Stewart, who was then 
Rewsistrar General, introduced a system of 
securing the preper upbringing of certain girls 
wt.o had come under his prote :tion, by requiring 
their guardians to enter into a bond to bring 
them to see the Registrar General once every 
quarter until they were ratisfactorily settl-d 
in life. In {891 the number of these girls was 
123. They were mostly little children found 
in disorderly houses. By the close of 1903 the 
number was further reduced to 13, and it is 
satisfac ory to think that no considerable 
increase is to be anticipated from the source 
above m»ntioned. 

All the same, 18 more girls were added to the 
jist during 1904. But they are an older class— 
about 15 or 16 years of age—who have already 
entered on an immoral life. No prosecution of 
their owners is possible, as proofof their real age 
cannot be procured All that oan be done is to 
bind their guardians, if any are forthcoming, 
not to let them enter a disorderly house, but to 
keep them in Hongkong and bring them before 
the Registrar General at regular intervals. 

Tho Women and Girls Protection Ordinance 
gives the Registrar General very full powers 
of protection, but unfortunately permits the 
criminal to escape unpunished. In every 
charge made under Section 3 (traffic in woman 
or girl), it is necessary to prove “ purpose of 
prostitution.” ‘This purpose is in many cases 
obvious, but impossible of proof, as naturally 
the victim is not consulted and the arresty are 
made on arrival or departure from the Colony, 
and not inadisorderly house. I question however 
wh-ther it would be wise to extend the nature 
of an offence under this section. Intimidation 
and forcible detention are also very difficult 
of proof, but no amendment of the law can 
render the proof easier. There are two points 
on which, if public opinion supports it, an 
amendment would be justifiable and advisable. 
At present abduction with intent is only an 
offance in the case of girls unler 16, and 
procuration the same. At home the agés are 
respectively 18 und 21. Physically -s Cantonese 
girl may become adult sooner than an English 
girl, but it cannot be denied that from the 
nature of her upbringing a Cantonese girl of 
17 or 20 requires just as much protection as an 
English girl of the same age 
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DISTRICT WATCHMEN AT 
HONGKONG. 


During 1904 the force of district watchmen 
at Hongkong has been inoreased by 18 men 
consequent on an understanding come to with 
the government by which a piece of land in the 
eastern part of the town was given as 8 site for 
a district watehmen’s house on condition that 
the number of the force was increased. The 
site jain Nullah Lane not far from the Wan- 
obai Market, and a contract has been entered 
into for the erection of quarters at a cost 
of $4,500. The condition of the force during 
the year was not quite satisfactory. It 
was found impossible to attract or retain good 
men, and it was decided to reise the rate 
of pay to the present figure which is 
approximately that of the Chinese Police. 
‘he increase in the pay dated from the lst 
of . August. The large increase in the 
contributions, which were $23,241, as compared 
with $12,648 in 1901, has rendered feasible the 
increase in the number of the force and in. the 
rate of pay. The large balance in hand has 
also permitted the construction of quarters in 
both the east and weet end-of the town, and 
will allow of s needful extension being made to 
the central district watchmen’s house in Tsi- 
ping-shan.

Two and a half hotses were hased in 
Third Street, West Point, durin te ear. By an 
agreement with the owner of the adjacent pro- 
perty the house of which one half was bought, 
was pulled down and the space is to be left un- 
built upon. It was proposed to ads: the 
remaining two houses for district wa en's 
quarters, but on examination it was found that 
party-walls were not strong, and that the work 
of adapting the premises would prove 
It was decided therefore to pull down the old 
buildings and re-erect a more suitable one. 
The contract for the new building is for $5,30". 
It will accommodate 31 men. The contributions 
to the fund for the year were $23,241, as against 
$22,495 in 1903, baing an increase of $745. The 
expenditure was $22,847. The principal items 
of expenditure exclusive of wa were $4,078 
for the purchase of Inland Lot 680, section 1 
sub-section 1 and one-half sub-section 2, at 
‘West Point for a district watchmen’s house 
$1,199 for uniform and equipment, and $682 
for repairs to the central watchmen's house, and 
for painting and colour-washing. The balance 
to the credit of the fund on the 3lst December 
was $15,938. Against that must be put a 
liability of $9,800 in connection with the 
erection of the two watchmen’s q 
Three hundred and thirty-five convictions were 
obtained before the police magistrate during 
the year through the instrumentality of district 
watchmen. One hundred and eighteen applica- 
tions for the post of District Watchmen were 
received during the year. j
